SUBJECT: Discussion with William Harris of the Murphy Commission 


. BUI Harris called today to report the visit he had had with 
t yIX1 ^ Hersh and content of that discussion. He noted that 
Hersh had reported that the New York Times' article on Sunday 
concerning the Director's position wasT^Tscious leak from I 
high-level source in the White House. He registered displeasure 
with this kind of Washington politics, but observed that, "That's 
the way things work. » I offered no comment.
